The council first ‘sub- 
mitted its plan for a new 
housing estate on_ the 
reserve — north of Queen 
Street — in 1966. 


The State Government 
approved it in principle. 

But. since then the 
Government has failed 
to introduce necessary 
legislation to give coun- 
cil the final go-ahead on 
the Crown land. 


Cr. Stewart said in his 
report that the council 
recently had “a depth of 
discussion with the sec- 
retary for planning, Mr. 
Neville Haynes, 

“We were led to believe 
that the only possible way 
any part of the reserve 
would be made available 
for housing would be if 
an equivalent area was 
set aside for open space. 


_ Dept View 

“In this way, the hous- 
ing development would 
not incur any acreage 
loss of Crown land for 


reserve ‘and open space,” 
Cr, Stewart said. 


) “We believed that, 
through discussion with 
the adjoining landholders, 
Woodfar Nominees, joint 
‘development was possible 
as a matter of sound 
economic planning. 


“We also believed that 
the purchase and use of 
the southern area of the 
Woodfar land, as ex- 
change for Crown land, 
would have allowed 194 
acres of the Truganina 


buffer zone to be used for 
housing. . 

“The letter (Star, 22/10) 
received from the Ministry 
of Planning on October 
15 indicates the depart- 
ment doesn’t see this pro- 
posal as a viable proposi- 
tion.” 


Cr, Stewart said the 
submission to the Premier 
in accordance with the 
1966 proposal approved 
by Cabinet, was: 


That 80 acres of the 
buffer zone fronting 
Queen Street be immedi- 
ately released for housing 
in conjunction with ser- 
vice facilities being pro- 
vided for the Woodfar 
land, and that the sale of 
the Crown portion be 
through the Urban Land 
Council, 


@ That at a later stage 
the 130 acres balance of 
the. buffer zone be con- 
sidered for housing, 


@ And that Altona 
Council be appointed 
committee of management 
over the rest of the area 
—about 235 acres — in 
the interests of preserva- 
tion and conservation,

. He established himself 

in Buckley Street, opposite 

the present Footscray 

Technical College. This 

part of Footscray in the 


90s became the ,centre for 
estate agents and was

had its own fire brigade, 
with a tower on the pre- 
sent technical school site. 


Farnbach, from _his 
early training in the Mel- 
bourne offices associated 
with control of the gold 
mines throughout Victoria, 
became a legal manager 
and auditor, 


He developed a yen for 
promoting and managing 
small mining companies 
among Footscray business- 
men. Possessed of the 
gold bug himself, he was 
an optimistic, put unsuc- 
cessful. investor, ‘ 


The staff worked hard, 
but Farnbach drove him- 


until 10.30. 

A leader in ‘shop sales 
and subdivisions, Farnbach 
sold to William Angliss all 
the land on which his huge 
Imperial meat works were 

uit. 


Unlike most of the other 
agents of his time, Farn- 
bach never sought muni- 
cipal or public positions— 
but he was a citizen of 
wide community in terest. 
One son, Charles, was 
a, Footscray chemist and 
councillor, His youngest 
son, Dr. Ralph J. Farnbach 
is senior health officer ‘in 
the Victorian Commission 
of Public Health. 


The- forerunner of the

In 1934, having by then been joined 
by his two sons in a business partner- 
ship, W. R. Morris made way — as 
others had done since the firm’s 
modest beginning — for a younger 
generation. However, when both sons 
enlisted in the army during World 
War II he re-assumed control but 
ceased to be active when they re- 
turned, 

The firm's name became “W. R. 
Morris & Sons” in 1946, with Morris 
senior remaining as a mon-active 
partner until his death in 1953. 

The elder son, Walter John, after a 
short term with the Melbourne City 
Council, joined the firm it 1931 and 
at the age of 23 was appointed a 
sworn valuer — one of the youngest 
on record — and also became an auc- 
tioneer. His brother, Frank Robert, 
became a member on leaving Scotch 
College in 1933.

At the ending of World War I, Ernie

Bowles, a 
member of the staff, became a princi- 
pal in the new. partnership which 
eventually took on the name of Rut- 
ledge and Bowles.
